yearly during her Life ; that he difcharge other Le- 
cies to the Value of gooo Crowns; and thal he 
fet the Durchefs Dowager keep intire Poffeffion of 
the magnificent Palace formerly built by Cardinal 
Salviati, and which the Duke had confiderably en- 
larg’d and adorn’d. On the 15th died the Marchi- 
one's of Rufpoldi, Sifter of Cardinal Bichi ; imme- 
diately after her Deceafe Cardinal Marefcorti, who 
has fome Pretentions to the Eftate the has left behind 
her, took Poffeffion of her Palace; which Cardinal 
Bichi refented very highly, and the Pope being in- 
form’d of it, offer’d himfelf to be Arbitrator of the 
Difference between them, but Cardinal Marefcotti 
having only thank’d his Holinefs, has chofen 12 Ad- 
vocates to manage his Caufe with the Rota,by whom. 
he is determin’d tohave.it try’d; Mean time the Pope 
has thought fit to pclg pre all the Goods and Eftate 
left by the deceas’d, in order to give it when the 
Cafe is decided to the Perfon who fhal: be judg’d the 
lawful Heir. A certain Fenchman came hither lately, 
anftook upon him the Quality of Count, bur the 
French Cardinals declaring they did not know him, 
and that they believ’d him to be an Impoftor,he was 
feiz’'d and examin’d what Bufinefs ic was that brought 
him hither ; he anfwer'd, that he had a Promife of 
Marriage of the Marchionefs of Sforza, and that his 
Bufinefs was to marry het. The Lady being quefti- 
on’d about him, own’d. chat what hethad faid was 
true, and that fhe would make good her Promife ; 
notwirhftanding which, her Relations being unwilling 
fhe fhould be match'd to one who they fear has nei- 


_ ther Title nor Fortune, have found means to keep

The pre- 
tended French Count is ftili detain’d in Prifon, nor- 
withftanding the Marchionefs of Sforza has declar'd 
carey that whether he be a Man of Quality and 

ortune or not, he has her Promife and fhe will 
marry him.

Turin, Feb. 7. The Generai Officers of the Imperi- 
alifts came hither and were treated by his Royal 
Highnefs the 5th in the Palace of the Count de Ber- 
tengo. Count Scarardi is gone to Afti ro negociate 
a Cartel with the French ; and the Spanith Officers 
and Soldiers taken at Stradella, are already {ent to 
Verceil in order to be exchang’d for Germans. One 
Morengo, a Native of Piemont, and who is an Officer 
in the Service of the Elector of Bavaria, being en- 
trufted by that Prince with fome Letters for the Duke 
of Savoy, has carried them to the Duke of Vendome, 
who has thereby difcover’d a Secret of Importance. 
We have Inielligence from Afti,that the French have 
pillag d a Convent of Capuchins, and alfo the Abbey 


of Certofa, in which the Inhabitants of thar Place — 


had laid up.their beft Effects. We have Advice like- 
wife, that they have pillag’d the Villages in the rich 
Valley of Salienad : And that they had put 500 Men 
into Geftel Rubio in the Novareze with defign to 
forrifie it, but the Imperialitts furpriz’d that Place 
before it was put into a State of Defence, and made 
all the Garrifon Prifoners of War, among them 40 
Officers befides the Goverhour. - 

Turin, Feb. 12. The 7 Piemontois Officers, who 
were fome time ago taken by the Duke of Turfis’s 
Galleys in the Harbour of Genoa, and carried to 
Final, and from thence back again to Genoa and 
there fer at Liberty, are arriv’d here: Six French 

cers who deferted ‘from their Army in lialy to 
the Imperialifts, are brought hither and kept under a 
Guard. Onthe 9th 15 héavy Cannon and 6 Field 
pieces, with the Emperor's Arms on them, were car- 
ried into the Magazine of Santa Croce. Yefterda 
200 Dragoons Savoyards came hither; and alfo 
75French Proteftants with excellent Horfes but with- 
out Arms and Mounting ; who relate, that in the 
Dutchy of Aopfte they left 3 Troops of Drzgoons of 
975 Men each and 3000 Foot, all of their Nation,who 
will fhortly arrive in Piemont likewife. ’Tis faid our 
Duke will have 5000 Horfe in the Field nexr Sum- 
mer, befides the Proteftants abovemention’d. The 
chief ofthe Garrifon of Villa Franca is come hither, 
to be examin’d touching the Chevalier Ceruro, who 
is charg’d with a Defign of betraying that Place to 
the French, and is under Confinement in our Citadel. 
General Staremberg who has been here a few days, 
is rerurn’d ro his Quarters. 

Milan, Feb. 12. The Marfhal de Theffe wilt 
fhortly go from hence to” make a Vifit to che Duke 
of Vendome at Cafal, and from thence will proceed 
to Savoy to command in chief, as formerly, the 
French. Troops.that are in that Country. The Im- 


perialifts that are quarter’d at Villeneuve make fre- 


quent Incurfions, whereupon the Duke cf Venton 
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"pas caus'd fome Troops to advance on that fide, to 


forma Line to cover the Lomeiline and ftreighten 
the Enemy in their Quarters, The French have be- 
gun to fortifie the Poft of Quiftello on the other fide 
the Secchia, which they latély took from the Impe- 
rialifts ; and the lavter are doing the luke by Bratfile 
which lyes near Revere. The Duke of Modena is 
gone to Rome to throw himfelf at the Pope’s Feet, 
and befeeech him to ufe his Intereft to procure his 
being reftor'd to his Dominions and Revenues $ And 
we are told his Holinefs is fo much concern’d for 
him, that he has reicerated his Inftances to the 2 
Crowns in his Highnefs’s Favour.
